MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 26—One 
of the most important decisions in 
recent years regarding prison sen­ 
tences and one which will cause many 
convicts in Alabuma to spend several 
moro years behind the bars, has been 
handed down by the Supreme court of 
Alabama in reversing the decision of 
the Montgomery circuit court in the 
case of the state board of administra­ 
tion, appellant, versus Ben Jones, ne 
gro convict from Jefferson county. 
The supreme court held that deduc­ 
tions for good behavior in the case 
where a convict was serving two or 
more terms, should be deducted from 
each sentence separately and not from 
the aggregate of the combined terms. 
Th Alabama law permits an increase 
in the amount of deduction for good 
behavior in proportion with the length 
of the term so that combining the 
terms would allow a much greater de­ 
duction. 
Ben Jones was sentenced from Jef­ 
ferson cqunty on six charges of bur­ 
glary and given two years on each 
count. "He sought to have the twelve 
years of the six sentences treated as a 
single twelve year sentence for 
the 
purpose of deductions for good beha­ 
vior. Accordingly he sought by writ 
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board of administration to certify to 
the governor that the conduct of the 
prisoner had been good during 
the 
years of his imprisonment the pur­ 
pose being to present these facts to 
the chief executive that his discretion­ 
ary action might be invoked for de­ 
duction of time from his sentence. 


In the event that thia had been 
granted Jones would have ftnded his 
term on August 12, 1924 wheteas with 
the deductions on terms treated sep­ 
arately prolongs his term to December 
12, 1926. 
Several other convicts, in­ 
cluding Theo Lacy, former chief clerk 
of the convict department would have 
already completed their terms.
